It was the 277 ballot of one of the 


hardest fights the Democracy 
of the 


old Seventeenth ever saw. 


The nomination was made by Co- 


shocton, Licking and Tuscarawas, a 
deal be'.ng framed up early

morning 
whereby 
Hurst's 
solid 


phalanx .in Tuscarwas was split and 
thf> big end of it went to the Licking 
county man. 


Coshocton was unable to give th« 


winner a solid vote on account of 
the nine faithful ones to Wertz and 
Sam Nicholas standing together till 
the last and casting the'r votes for 
Wertz. 
With the exception of his 


own county Wertz had no more touch- 
ing testimonial of died-in-the-wooled- 
ness than this heroic death.

Dr. Lee was a son of the late John 


W. Lee, ami was one of the execu- 
tors of that estate, whicii is not yet

settled. He was a prominent physi- 
cian and until recently a man of 
means. It is stated that he cleared 
between $40.000 ami 950.000 last year 
on deaU but bad luck in speculation 
a few weeks' ago, took, it all, and 
dealt him a blow that shattered his 
health. Death ensued. His wife is al- 
so very ill.

His will will be filed in the Frank- 


iin county courts June 16. Dr. Lee 
comes of one of this county's promin- 
ent families and his sad death will 
be a blow to his hosts of friends.

Johnstown, Pa., June 8.—Thunder 


showers, electric storms and heavy 
downpours of rain that have prevailed 
throughout western Pennsylvania dur- 
ing the entire week, culminated in 
cloudbursts in Cambria, Westmore- 
land, Somerset and Butler counties 
that caused rivers and creeks to over- 
flow, flooding; the streets in many com- 
munities and disseminating a general 
flood scare.

Columbus, 0., June 8.—After several 


days of vain effort all negotiations be- 
tween Ohio miners and coal operators 
were finally broken off here with- 
out reaching a settlement on the strike 
in progress in eastern Ohio. 
Tho 


Joint committee of operators and min- 
ers disagreed at their final meeting 
and adjourned sine die. 


The Sunday Creek Company took 


drastic action after disagreement of 
the joint conference. Ever since the 
suspension in the Hocking Valley April 
1. the stores of the company have been 
kept open and its old employes have 
had credit at them in spite of the fact 
that they were on strike. That this 
has prevented much suffering among 
the women and children of the Hock- 
ing district there can be no doubt. Im- 
mediately on the adjournment of the 
joint conference sine die, orders went 
out from the Sunday Creek Company 
to close every one of its stores in the 
Hocking district.. This order was to go 
into effect at once; the doors of the 
stores to be closed as soon as the order 
was received. At the same time orders 
went to the fifteen or more mines of 
the company in West Virginia to post 
notices at once of the reopening of 
the mines on a non-union basis. 


Gloom in Eastern Ohio. 


Dlllonvale, O., June 8.—The news 


that operators and miners had failed 
to agree at Columbus and had ad- 
journed sine die is looked upon here 
by the conservative element in the 
organization of union miners as an ill 
omen. Their hopes for resuming work 
in the mines with union labor were 
based on a satisfactory agreement be- 
ing reached, but now that negotiations 
are off it is believed the operators will 
attempt to reopen their mines under 
the 1904-5 scale. The union men con- 
cede that the outlook is anything but 
bright for them. It is presumed that 
immediate steps will be taken by all 
operators to open their mines, giving 
their preference to the men now, on 
strike. .'Union .officials declare there 
will be a battle to the end, which they 
claim means either victory for or- 
ganized labor or. the death of the 
United Mine Workers of America so 
far as Ohio is concerned. The Fourth 
regiment left for Columbus last night. 
It is feared rioting will be resumed 
when the Eighth departs.
